S.O. 1650,—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the Imports & 
Exports (Control) Act, 1947 (18 of 1947), the Central Government hereby makes 
the following further amendments to the Exports (Control) Order, 1962, namely:— 

In Part B of Schedule I to the said Order, for items 16(i), 16 (ii) and 49, the 
following shall be substituted:— 

“16. (i) Handloom striped bedspreads known as “Etawah stripes’ 1 except 
exports to U.K. 

16, (ii) Handloom cloth of lungi design of non-fast colours (including 
those having bleeding properties and garments made therefrom) 
except exports to U.K. 

49. Cotton mesh bags or sacks including cotton mesh potato bags, except 
exports to UK.”
